lines have replaced it, giving 
practically the same appearance, but 
supposedly facilitating printing in some 
way or other. Hugh M. Southgate in 


tion the solid splash of color from the 
first type of dash did not dry readily; ; 
while the series of fine lines avoided this 
difficulty, yet had the same effect as a 
solid dash on the machine. 

With the next pair of plates, a thin 
4” dash was adopted for the right mar- 
ginal marking and this has since re- 
mained as standard for that marking. 
First plates were 2c (No. 634) 21399 and 
21402. A number of plates were made 
of this style, also four plates (21895-96- 
97-98) of the 2c Presidential. These were 
the Presidential Electric Eyes issued on 
June 3, 1938. The B. I. A. refers to 
this type of Electric Eye as Type I. 


A new machine using the electric eye 
perforating device was ready for use 
shortly after the Presidentials were intro- 
duced. The markings for this machine 
are the same as previous Electric Eye 
plates except that the right marginal dash 
has been removed and along the left 
margins of the two left panes we find a 
series of horizontal dashes opposite the 
top of each row of stamps except the 
first row in each pane. In the center of 
the left end of the gutter is also a hori- 
zontal dash. The plate numbers are re- 
stored in this layout to their position 
next the corner stamps of each pane, and 
have since remained there. The first such 
plates were 21999 and 22002 of the 2c 
Adams and they appeared “first day” at 
the Agency on April 5, 1939.. The Bureau 
Issues Association terms this type of 
Electric Eye marking as Type II. 

In September of 1939, the Post Office 
Department in announcing new stamp 
plates completed the previous month, re- 
ferred to several as “Electric Eye, Con- 
vertible.” These plates had markings 
just as Type II except that the dash as 
found in right margin on Type I had 
been replaced. By adding this marking 
the sheets could be perforated on either 
the old or new perforating machine, This

A strong movement to have a stamp | 
jssued next March 4 for the 150th an- 
niversary of admission of the state of} 
Vermont is reported from Washington. 
The state was admitted to the Union on! 
March 4, 1791 after a period of approxi- 
mately 15 years existence as a practically 
independent state. Disputes over land 
grants brought on violence between Ver- 
mont residents and those of New York 
and during the Revolutionary War the 
Vermont forces acted as an almost inde- 
pendent command in action against the 
British and Indians. Conciliatory meas- 
ures at the end of the war resulted in a 
compromise and the entry of the state, 
one of the most democratic in practice, 
into the federal union. It is expected 
the new stamp, if issued, will be sold first 
day at the present capital, Montpelier. 
No official announcement however of 
such a stamp has been made, but the is 
sue appears to be certain of appearing.

"Pitcairns'’ Is Correct

tion “Pitcairn Islands” on the new stamps 
for the lonely isle was located after our 
Dec. 7 edition went to press. In 1902 
the islands of Henderson, Ducie and 
Oeno were annexed by Britain and in- 
corporated with Pitcairn Island as a 
group.

Farley Sheets Will Be 
Gummed Upon Request 


Many readers were surprised by the 
advertisement in the December 7 
LINN’S by Charles Demuth offering the 
imperfs in “officially gummed” 
condition. Some time ago Mr. Linn 
suggested to a Washington correspondent 
that the whole furore over Secretary Ickes’ 
possession of gummed sheets could be set- 
tled if the Department would accept un- 
gummed sheets from other persons for 
gumming. A few weeks ago Mr. Demuth 
learned that a postal official had said 
such would be done and submitted three 
sets of full sheets he had. These were 
returned to him not long after, with the 
set of Parks and the Parks ic and 3c 
souvenir sheets gummed, the others be- 
ing returned ungummed with the expla- 
nation that only the 12 varieties had been 
gummed for Mr. Ickes. A letter from 
Third Assistant Postmaster General 
Ramsey S. Black under date of Decem- 
ber 5 states as follows: 

“Arrangements have recently been 
made with the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing for the acceptance of full sheets 
of National Parks stamps of this issue 
as well as full sheets of the souvenir is- 
sues of 1-cent and 3-cent National Parks 
stamps from the holders thereof for 
gumming of such sheets has been received 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing. This 
is not being done in the belief that it 
will make the stamps more valuable, but 
in order to conform to similar sheets 
now outstanding. 

“To date only one request for the 
guming of such sheets has been received 
in the Department, and this order is in 
process of filling.” 

Collectors should note that the gum- 
ming will be applied only to full sheets 
of the 12 imperforate varieties sold in 
that manner at the Philatelic Agency in 
1935. It is not known if the catalogues 
will recognize as a separate issue the 
gummed sheets inasmuch as _ separate 
cecognition is not given stamps which 
liffer from others only by their having 
or lacking gum. 


New Envelope Contract 


Another four-year contract for manu- 
facturing envelopes has been made by 
the Post Office Department with the In- 
ternational Envelope Corp. of Dayton, 
O. The contract goes into effect on 
January 1, 1941. Only certain change 
as a result of the new contract will be 
a change in the watermark in the paper 
used. This will bear the date “1941” 
instead of the date “1937” as on present 
stock. While the subject of new designs 
of the stamps has been discussed, noth- 
ing definite on that has been announced. 
Dies are made locally in Dayton for the 
envelope company by an engraving firm. 
Most proposed desigrs are not practical 
due to the limitations of the embossing 
process, which restricts the subject. The 
new contract calls for over 7,000,000,000 
envelopes at a cost of a little more than 
$11,000,000.

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telica de Filipinas, in which a cash prize 
of 100 pesos was offered by the AFF, the 
contest having closed last May 30. It 
portrays a vignette of Dr. Jose Rizal, 
national hero of the Philippines, a figure 
well identified on several issues of the 
Islands. This design will appear on the 
new 2-centavo postage stamps of the 
Philippines and the color of the stamp 
will be light green. 

In a letter dated Nov. 28, received by 
this correspondent from the Director of 
Posts anent this new 2-centavo stamp, it 
states in part: “ . as regards the new 
9-centavo Rizal, this office has requested 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing in 
Washington, D. C., to expedite the print- 
ing thereof so that the first shipment 
may be received in Manila on or before 
the end of February, 1941.” 

With the approval of this design for 
the new 2-centavo stamps of the Philip- 
pines, congratulations to Miss Rawlinson 
are in order. 

Aside from the design submitted by 
Miss Rawlinson, two other designs were 
approved by the local postal authorities, 
it was also learned by this correspondent 
from the Director of Posts. The two 
other accepted designs were prepared by 
Oscar Espiritu, of Minal. One of Es- 
piritu’s designs shows a bunch of Waling- 
Waling’s orchids, t he Tiffany flowers, or 
most expensive orchids in the Philip- 
pines. In case you are collecting 
orchids, a full-grown Waling-Waling 
will cost only to the tune of $500, and in 
American money. Blossoms of a Waling- 
Waling plant last from four to six 
months. However, a Waling-Waling stem 
will cost you just $5, its blossoms lasting 
from 15 to 20 days. 

The other design submitted by Oscar 
Espiritu, portrays a Moro “vinta” (sail- 
boat) with a Clipper plane soaring above. 
At this writing (Dec. 4) no decision has 
been made as yet as to what denomina- 
tion will be incorporated on these two 
other designs. 


Pan-American Airways completed five 
years of trans-Pacific air mail service on 
Nov. 22, according to the PAA Manila 
Office. During this period, the PAA Clip- 
pers have flown 3,715,553 miles, carried 
6,481 passengers, and 13,480,000 letters. 


Manila is regarded at present as a 
western terminal rather than a “stop” on 
the PAA’s trans-Pacific route. 


Plans for the extension of the PAA 
Clipper service from Manila to Singapore 
are under way, according to Colonel 
Clarence E. Young, manager of the Pa- 
cific division of the PAA, who arrived in 
7 on Dec. Ist.

In a statement to the press, Colonel 
Young said that the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority has not yet set the date for a 
hearing on the application of the PAA 
for the Manila-Singapore extension, but 
he expressed the hope that action would 
be taken soon. 

The PAA executive also said that the 
establishment of the Manila-Singapore 
extension would close the aerial gap 
between the Philippines and Malayasia, 
since from Singapore there are scheduled 
air lines to the Netherlands East Indies 
and neighboring areas. This gap has been 
called the last “missing link” in the 
United States-Orient-Australia air serv- 
ice. 

Upon inquiry made from the PAA Ma- 
nila Office as to whether or not they 
will service covers for the proposed 
Manila-Singapore extension flight, this 
correspondent was advised that for the 
present they are unable to offer any en- 
lightening information. However, any 
further developments will be announced 
in this column. 





A new coat of arms, emblematic of the 
Commonwealth, was approved by the 
Commonwealth Government, on Aug. 19, 
1940. Bearing a new design, there’s a 
possibility of its inclusion as one of the 
designs for the proposed stamps of the 
Islands.

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THE AKRON ANNUAL PARTY 


Dec. 7-8 was again the meeting place 
for collectors and dealers from half a 
dozen states. 122 attended the ban- 
quet at which Cuyahoga County Re- 
corder Don Lybarger gave an excellent 
talk on philatelic ethics and philoso- 
phy.

The exhibit featured topical 
collections and eye-catching exhibit of 
the lot was a frame of first issue post- 
cards with unusual cancels, all from 
the same recent find. And that’s just 
about all we made notes of, since we 
had our nose stuck in bourse stuff 
most of the time and therefore missed 
all the scandal —if there was any?

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Clipper Extension to Singapore 

Pan American Airways applied to the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority early in No- 
vember for authority to extend their 
trans-Pacific clipper service from Manila 
to Singapore. The additional 1500 miles 
to the capital of Britain’s Straits Set- 
tlements would be non-stop and service 
would be inaugurated as soon as author- 
ised, on a twice-a-month basis, the com- 
pany states. At Singapore connection 
would be made with other regular air 
routes which extend to many points in 
the far east and would tap the center of 
an important trading area. No an- 
nouncement of first flight cover ar- 
rangements has been made, but it is 
expected the Post Office Department will 
announce postage rates and arrangements 
as soon as these can be ascertained. It 
is also thought that the recent ban on 
extending airlines due to need of plane 
production for national defense purposes, 
may postpone indefinitely the extension 
of service to Singapore. For lack of 
additional planes the company may be 
forced to postpone service. 





De Gaulle Issue On Sale 


The new “Free French” administration 
of French Equatorial Africa has an- 
nounced that its new stamps for the De 
Gaulle administration, 39 values in all, 
with total face value of 133.95 francs 
are available at face value upon appli- 
cation to the Receveur Principal, Braz- 
zaville, French Equatorial Africa. Col- 
lectors are reminded however that a war 
is in progress betweer this administrative 
portion of the French Colonial Empire 
and other African portions still under 
authority of the Vichy government.

saved a great deal of care in making sure 
that Type I went to the old machine for 
perforating and that Type ITI be sent only 
to the new machine. The B. I. A. terms 
this last type as Type III. The first 
stamp issued with this type of marking 
was the 3c Presidential which had its 
official first day at Washington on Jan. 
18, 1940. The stamp had however inad- 
vertently been mixed in with regular 
shipments and copies are known post- 
marked in December, 1939. The 2c mean- 
while had been printed as well and it 
was reported in the Bureau Specialist 
that specimens were located in local post 
office stock at Detroit near the end of 
December, 1939. 


It is in Type III that the usual mixup 
occurs in identification. The only dif- 
ference (aside from identifying plate 
numbers) between it and Type II is the 
inconspicuous solitary dash in the right 
margin, which by the vagaries of cutting 
may be found on either right pane (op- 
posite stamp No. 100 of upper left pane 
or opposite stamp No. 10 of the lower 
tight pane). Only the 2c Adams has 
occurred in all three Types, while the 3c 
Jefferson occurred only in Type I and 
Type III. When the first day release 
was made of Type II 2c some mailers 
sent first day covers with stamps having 
margins from the vertical gutter. Since 
these markings differed in no respect 
from those on Type I, such covers were 
worthless. Only stamps with left mar- 
gins and from left panes could prove the 
first day. First day covers of the Convert- 
ibles must have the single marking found

one in each 400, the dash in right margin, 
to prove that first day. Of course, any 
stamp, such as the commemoratives, 
which have appeared with only one type 
of Electric Eye layout, is collectible with 
any identifiable piece of the margin 
showing electric eye marking. 

Starting with the Printing Commemo- 
rative of 1939, the rotary press com- 
memoratives have been Electric Eye. On 
these as with other stamps printed only 
by Electric Eye, a portion of attached 
margin is not necessary to prove that 
particular stamp is Electric Eye, since 
that fact is already established beyond 
any question. 

The matter of identifying the Electric 
Eye markings correctly is simply a mat- 
ter of understanding their purpose, and 
the slight changes made since 1935 to 
improve the quality of their work. Prob- 
ably only the collector who is greatly 
interested in plate markings will collect 
all the variations, and most collectors will 
be content with specimens of the two or 
three basic types of markings. 





ADDITIONS TO PREVIOUS PLATE 
LAYOUT ARTICLES 





Plate blocks bearing the top plate 
number with “F” have always been prized 
above others. This “F’” was introduced 
around 1911 according to our records and 
was discontinued with the 3c Penn stamp 
of 1932 on plate 21075. The first flat 
plate without the “F” was plate 21096 
for the 3c 1933 Oglethorpe and at that 
time plates began to be chromium plated 
and the identifying letters “CS” were 
stamped. 

To indicate plates that had spacing 
other than usual between the rows, the 
Bureau back in 1908-09 added a star to 
the plate marking, the star preceding the 
plate number. This practice was revived 
on the 1922-25 series and is found on 
some plates of some values. Last plate 
to have it was 18691. On rotary press 
coils, stars have preceded the top plate 
number, but these will be mentioned in 
the article on those layouts. 

To indicate certain plates having a 
new spacing between rows, the Bureau 
adopted, during printings of the 1908- 
1912 designs, the practice of putting an 
“A” alongside the plate number. After 
these plates were found satisfactory and 
all future plates were spaced this way, 
the “A” was dropped as unnecessary. 

The “F” has been found other than 
alongside the plate number at top of top 
right panes. Through carelessness it was 
stamped in other positions and is known 
inverted.
